in power of commissioner of banks, and he is not re­
quired to sit idly by until some provision of law is vio­
lated before he can act.

5332 . F e e s for examina t ion of financial institutions. 
— E a c h bank, t r u s t company, savings bank, local or 
genera l bu i ld ing and loan associat ion and credi t un ion 
organized u n d e r t he laws of th i s s ta te , shall pay into 
the s t a t e t r e a s u r y for each au thor ized r egu la r or spe­
cial examina t ion made a t any t ime by the commission­
er of b a n k s of such ins t i tu t ion , a fee to be de te rmined 
a s fol lows: 

In t he case of s ta te banks , t r u s t companies or sav­
ings banks , for t he first examina t ion in each ca lendar 
yea r a m i n i m u m fee of $60.00 plus an a m o u n t equa l to 
t h r e e cen ts for each $1,000 of assets In excess of $25,-
000, and not exceeding $200 ,000 ; whe re t he asse ts .ex-
ceed $200,000 and do not exceed $400,000, a m i n i m u m 
fee of- $80.00 plus t h r e e cents for each $1,000 of as­
se ts in excess of $2 5,000; where the asse ts exceed 
$400,000 a n d do no t exceed $600,000, a m i n i m u m fee 
of $100.00 plus t h r e e cents per $1,000 of asse ts in 
excess of $25 ,000; where t he asse ts exceed $600,000 
and do not exceed $1,000,000, a m i n i m u m fee of 
$125.00 plus t h r ee cents for each $1,000 of assets in 
excess of $25 ,000; where t h e asse ts exceed $1,000,000 
and dp not exceed $2,000,000, a . m i n i m u m fee. of 
$150.00 plus t h r e e cents for each $1,000 of asse ts in 
excess of $25 ,000; whe re t he asse ts exceed $2,000,000 
a n d do no t exceed $3,000,000, a m i n i m u m fee of 
$200.00 plus t h r e e cents fo r , each $1,000 of assets in 
excess of $25 ,000; whe re t he asse ts exceed $3,000,000, 
a m i n i m u m fee of-$300.00 plus t h r ee cents for each 
$1,000 of asse ts in excess of $25,000, and in t he case 
of t r u s t companies an add i t iona l a m o u n t equa l to two 

cents for each $1,000 va lue of p roper t i e s held in t r u s t 
for the benefit of o the r s . 

Fo r a second examina t ion wi th in t he same ca l enda r 
year the examina t ion fee shal l be computed on the 
above basis except t h a t t he a m o u n t of t he m i n i m u m 
fee shal l be reduced by 75 per cent . 

In t he case of local bu i ld ing and loan associa t ions , 
for each examina t ion , a m i n i m u m fee of $25.00, p lus 
an a m o u n t equal to ten cents per $1,000 of assets in 
excess of $15,000 and less t h a n $5,000,000 plus an 
a m o u n t equa l to five cents per $1,000 of asse ts in ex­
cess of $5,000,000. 

In t he case of c red i t un ions a fee of $10.00 of as ­
sets up to and inc luding $2 ,000; whe re t he assets ex­
ceed $2,000 and do not exceed $10,000, a fee of $12.50 
plus an a m o u n t equal to $1.00 per $1,000 of asse ts 
over $2 ,000; whe re t he assets exceed $10,000 and do 
not exceed $100,000 a fee of $15.00 plus a s u m of 
$1.00 pe r $1,000 of a s se t s over $2,000 and . less t h a n 
$100 ,000 ; whe re t he assets a r e $100,000 or more a 
fee of $15.00 plus an addi t iona l a m o u n t equa l to. 
$-1.00 per $1,000 of assets over $2,000 and less t h a n 
$100,000, plus an a m o u n t equal to 50 cents per $1,000 
of asse ts of $100,000 or over ; except t h a t in t h e case 
of credi t un ions wi th assets over. $50,000. t he fee shall 
be based on the above schedule , or on t he basis of 
$15.00 per diem for t he ac tua l t ime of each person 
spent in connect ion wi th t h e examina t ion ; whichever 
is lower. Each new credi t un ion shal l pay an appl ica­
t ion fee of $25.00. 

Said fees shal l be paid by the ins t i tu t ion examined 
wi thin 20 days af ter a s t a t e m e n t of the a m o u n t t h e r e ­
of shal l have been r ende red t h e in s t i t u t ion examined 
by the commiss ioner of banks , and if no t so paid shal l 
bear in te res t a t the . r a t e of six' per cent per a n n u m ;

County is not liable for any par t of local health 

officer's salary, even though a par t of it might be

Section 5348 and §5351 do not contemplate county, pay­
ing any par t of money expended by town for services jot 
regular medical health-officer, whether he be physician 
member of town board or one appointed by chairman to 
fulfill duties of former. Op.. Atty. Gen., (2251-2), Dec. 22, 
1939. . 

A village health officer must be a licensed physician, 
but need not be a resident of the village. Op; Atty. Gen.,'

There is no rule requiring a permit from health officers 
for every pupil who may re turn t o ' school after being 
absent more than 2 days, but certain permits 'must be 
obtained where illness appears. .Op: Atty.
